If nothing is 
done there, be the one to initiate 
a safety program, for it is patriotic 
to save materials."

AS AN EXCUSE FOR

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If you've been reading the pi- 
pers during the last week, you 
may understand something of 
why newspapermen get more im- 
patient than most people when 
they hear the war blamed for ev- 
ery kind of slipshod service and 
cut in quality. The invasion 'put 
a heavy strain upon the press a- 
heavier, perhaps, than the strains 
most civilian businesses know — 
but no reader found his paper a 
sloppy, uncraf tsmanlike job to be 
excused under the sullen, swivel- 
jointed query: "Don't you know 
there's a war on?" 

Newspapers suffer from all the 
war handicaps: Shortages of men 
and materials and increases In 
the price of essential supplies. 
They do not, however, take it for 
granted that the subscribers 
should be satisfied with a jerry- 
built product, hap-hazardly cir- 
culated, offered with covert in- 
solence, sliding by on a mini- 
mum of service, shaved down to 
the shabbiest quality the law al- 
lows. 

We suggest that there are very 
few enterprises in civilian life of 
which you can say as much. Con- 
sider the things you buy and the 
services for which you pay: You 
know that clothes are going to 
cost more and be worth less; that 
shirts, pajamas, underwear and 
ties are going to grow more flim- 
sy as their prices rise. You don't 
expect your laundry back until 
it turns up. You are certain many 
restaurants will regard your cus- 
tom as half imposition on your 
part, half favor on theirs. You 
take it for granted that your 
House will be hasjilx painted with 
inferior paint, that the very shine 
on your shoes won't last until 
supper Wme. 

If you are a well-meaning ci- 
vilian, you. don't protest too much. 
You are aware that you are ex- 
pected to sacrifice a great deal oi 
convenience during a war. You 
understand that every trade hat 
serious problems. You. don't warn 
to fall into the unpatriotic atti- 
tude of insisting that your own 
life be untouched. But it is hard 
to get away from a suspicion that 
a great many firms and organiza- 
tions may be squeezing the wai 
situation for just a shade more 
than the ordinary exigencies ol 
the times indicate. The moment 
you step outside the letter of OPA 
requirements or ester a field 
where the OPA doesn't operate 
you begin to think of the uglj 
word profiteer. 

Every firm has a complete fik 
of excuses, of course. But again 
we come back to our business and 
the fact that a newspaper today 
maintains a tone, a level of qual- 
ity, which isn't very different 
from that of the prewar period 
They carry fewer pages, of course; 
the quantity of newsprint which 
may be used has been restricted 
by government order. To that de- 
gree—and in the absence of such 
things as fiibfeor rollers for presses 
and toner for the ink— they've 
suffered as much as Any other ci- 
vilian industry. But through re- 
arrangement and condensation of 
minor news stories; through small 
details like the dropping of extra 
caption lines from photographs 
and the moving of news type far- 
ther toward the top of each page, 
through decreased size of adver- 
tisements, the papers have pretty 
well compensated for the paper 



cut. 

In the field of making adjust- 
ments for manpower shortages 
newspapers run into exceptional 
complications. They employ all 
manner of skilled and unskilled 
labor. Truck drivers, editorial 
writers, printers, clerks, report- 
ers, desk men, editors, janitors 
»n da score of other kinds of 
workers aid in the making of a 
paper. Every department is short- 
handed because of the war. Every 
department could excuse incom- 
petence on the ground that there 
aren'i enough men available. 

And on top of this is the in- 
creased pressure put upon a news- 
paper by the war. News is at ite 
greatest volume in the history of 
the press, rt must be fielded 
swiftly and printed accurately on

Up Fou r Points 

Washington.— Reflecting short 
supply and spotty distribution, the 
ration value of creamery butter 
went up four points Sunday to a 
new high of 20 points a pound. 

This increase is the only point 
change to be made in October, 
OPA announced. All other ration- 
ed foods — meats, other dairy 
products and processed foods — 
retain their current values. 

Hinting the record?high points 
on butter may continue through 
December. OPA Administrator 
Chester Bowles said: 

"There are no two ways about 
it, we civilians are going to have 
to get along with less butter than 
formerly— at least during the 
next 90 days or so. We simply 
don't have anywhere near the 
normal supply of butter to dis- 
tribute." 

The government has ended its 
batter purchases for the year but 
OPA said production so far this 
year is about 12 per cent under 
that in the corresponding period 
of 1943. July production of 
creamery butter was the lowest 
in 22 years, with output continu- 
ing to taper in August and this 
month. VWA reported. Produc- 
tion normally declines in the Fall 
and begins to rise again in De- 
cember. 

Predicting that spotty distribu- 
tion may continue to prevail dur- 
ing the next two months, Bowles 
pointed out (hat many grocers al- 
ready are limiting customers to a 
quarter .or half pound of butter at 
a time. 

The purpose of the new 20 point 
value, he said, is to build up the 
stocks in the trade so that "more 
people everywhere will be able to 
get some butter during the next 
month." 

The hike does not apply to farm 
or processed butter, which con- 



After an upward trend for the 
past seven years, Virginia's birth 
rate is declining. Births in the 
state for the first quarter of 1944 
totaled 14,157 in comparison with 
15,210 for the same period in 1943, 
a reduction of seven per cent. 

The birth rate in Virginia rose 
from 21,2 per 1,000 population in 
1941, the prewar year, to 23.1 in 
1942 and to 23.8 in 1943. From 
preliminary data, it appears that 
the rate in 1944 will be consider- 
ably lower than the rates for the 
past two years. 

During World War I the birth 
rate for Virginia declined from 
27.8 per 1,000 population in 1916 
to 27.6 in 1917. However, during 
the second year of the war, 1918, 
the rate rose to 28.5. 

The true effect of the war upon 
the birth rate, however, cannot be 
determined, as the first world war 
came during a period of rapidly 
declining birth rates, while our 
entry into the present war took 
place during an upward swing in 
births. x

GASOLINE 

Six of the coupons in the new 
"A" books, those number "A- 13," 
become valid in areas outside the 
Eastern Seaboard on September 
22 and remain valid until Decem- 
ber 21. Although the motorist re- 
ceives fewer coupons his "A" gas- 
oline ration remains the same, for 
each coupon will be worth four 
gallons of gasoline. 

Rationing rules now require 
that every car owner write his li- 
cense number and state on all 
gasoline coupons in his posses- 
sion, as soon as they are isued 
him by his rationing board. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion said today the prohibition 
aganst acceptance of the off- 
highway "R" coupons at filling 
stations, in effect since April 1, 
will be lifted September 22. 



October Liquor 
Ration Halved 

Richmond. — A 50 per cent re- 
duction in the liquor ration hi 
Virginia is being ordered for Oc- 
tober because of a shortage of 
stocks the state Liquor Board an- 
nounced last week. Officials ex- 
pressed the hope that the short- 
age would be only temporary. 

The reduction of the ration 
from four to two fifths, effective 
Monday, will affect domestic 
whisky, gin and brandy. No book 
will be required for Marimba rum 
Aurora port and Ambrosia sher- 
ry. Other ration-free items win 
remain so, but presentation of a 
ration book will be required. 

During October only Coupon 
No. 55 will be honored. One-half 
of the coupon will be required for 
a pint or a fifth of domestic whis- 
ky, gin or grape brandy, or a pint 
of imported whisky. The entire 
coupon will be required for * 
quart of whisky or gin. 

Officials of the Alcoholic Bev- 
erae Control Board said they 
have sufficient stocks purchased 
and on order, but have had diffi- 
culty in having it bottled and 
shipped, becauseof a shortage of 
bottles, labor at bottling plants, 
and a delay by the Treasury De- 
partment In approving new spirit 
blends planned by distillers fol- 
lowing the distillers' "holiday'' 
during August.

In a private apartment at the 
Army Medical Center in Washing- 
ton sits a white-haired man whose 
erect, soldierly bearing and spark- 
ling eyes belie his 80-odd years. 
He follows with active interest all 
news of the preparation of Amer- 
ican troops for the coming deci- 
sive assault on German-held Eu- 
rope. It stirs old memories. 

Nearly 30 years ago he led the 
American doughboys across the 
Atlantic to help drive the Boche 
out of France. His name is Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing, commander 
of our Expeditionary Forces in 
the last war. 

What he thinks about the prog- 
res sof the war is usually reveal- 
ed only to his close associates, 
and at Intervals to men like Gen- 
eral Marshall who were trained by 
him, and who hold his wisdom 
and experience in highest regard. 
Last week "Slack Jack" Pershing 
broke his customary silence. In 
one of his few public utterances 
since Pearl Harbor, the veteran 
general emphasized an aspect of 
the coming conflict that has been 
overlooked by too many of us. 

"This a war of ideas," he said. 
'It Is a battle of faiths. It can 
be won and peace made lasting, 
only if what we believe in is strong 
enough to win. The fight in 
make our national faith prevail — 
in ourselves, our homes, our coun- 
try — is the fight in which every 
American must take his part."

but in the average case would, de- 
velop and maintain a surplus of 
vitality for the normally well per^ 
son. And it ^hfully can be 
stated that the factor 'vitality 
plus," if possessed often repre- 
sents not only the difference be- 
tween maximum and ordinary 
success, but between an ordinary 
and maximum joy of life itself. 

"Thus, to be quite satisfied with 
just good health not only de- 
prives one of the body's highest 
possibilities, but sometimes in- 
vites disease through lack of the 
utmost physical resistance which 
otherwise automatically would ex- 
ist. 

"There are a great many per- 
sons, most of them unconscious of 
the fact, whose health attain- 
ments are limited to staying out ( 
of sick-beds. However, this is far 
from the goal of physical possi- 
bilities for most person. One's 
health interest should be positive 
not neutral or negative. 

"Many adults, judging from 
their daily habits of omission and 
commission, seem to be more in- 
terested in discovering how far 
they can flaunt nature's require- 
ments, rather than to strive rea- 
sonably to build up the best phy- 
sical condition of which they are 
individually capable. More often 
tha notherwise there is nothing 
startling or spectacular in these 
misguided attempts. It is mere- 
ly one bad habit here or there. 
The results are just the same, 
however. 

"It is true that a small propor- 
tion of the adult population, over- 
sold on commercial aids to well- 
being such as tonics, vitamins, 
diets and various fads and fan- 
cies, take physical fitness too se- 
riously, and gain nothing by it. 
However, whether too enthusias- 
tic or too careless about health, 
the fact remains that vitality plus 
is still the possession of "The mi- 
nority. 

"The family physician, however 
much needed i ntimes of actual 
illness, is equally valuable as an 
advisor on personal habits. To 
obtain his counsel on the art of 
living and to apply it daily, de- 
spite the minor deprivations of a 
pet devitalizing habit or so, is to 
apply wisdom and attain vitality 
plus. 

"Thus, intelligent personal co- 
operation with the family doc- 
tor is the indicated next step for- 
ward. To learn from him what

The judgment of con- 
viction, if for a first offense 
under this ordinance, or for n 
similar offense under any state 
statute, city or town ordinance, 
shall of itself operate to deprive 
the person convicted, of the 
right to drive or operate any 
such vehicle, conveyance, engine 
or train in this county for a pe- 
riod of one year from the date 
of such judgment, and if for a 
second or other subsequent of- 
fense, for a period of three 
years from the date of the judg- 
ment of conviction thereof. If 
any person has heretofore been 
convicted of violating any simi- 
lar act of this State and there- 
after is convicted of violating

(b) Every person convicted of 
reckless driving, under this sec- 
tion, shall, for a first violation, 
be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten dollars nor more

DEBT SERVICE COMMISSION 
PRESENTS 4T H ANNU AL REPORT 

Virginia Beach, Va.. September 1, 1944 
To the Honorableftsfeyor and Council 
Town of Virginia Beach: 

Four years ago the Council adopted a plan for paying off the 
existing fixed and floating indebtedness of the town within 25 years 
and sponsored an amendment to the Town Charter which has made 
the plan obligatory. Thespian requires the yearly payment of 966,000 
into a special fund which can be used only for the payme nt of p rin- 
cipal and interest of the old debt. New debt may be incurred but 
only in connection with a definite plan for its repayment and the 
money for servicing such new debt must be separately provided and 
accounted for. The plan provides for the complete retirement of 
each item of the debt at maturity with the exception of the Walkway 
bonds due in 1957, which are to be refunded by four short time is- 
sues of bonds or notes, all to expire within the 25 year period. The 
yearly amount of $66,000 was arrived at by a projection of the pro- 
posed account over the entire period and was the smallest average 
payment which would ensure that the balances to the fund would 
always be sufficient to meet demands. In this connection, however, 
the fund was committed to earning at least $7,000 during its Hfe. You 
will now be interested to know that a new projection of the account 
up to the time when the walkway bonds fall due, giving effect to the 
interest savings already made or assured by prepayments, shows that 
the position at that time will be such that the best of terms may 
confidently be expected for the necessary refunding. One of the most 
effective of these prepayments was accomplished during the fiscal 
year Just ended, all of the holders of the remaining Sea Pines Bulk- 
head notes consenting to their retirement. 

The State Treasurer also consented to the prepayment of the 
remainder of the Literary Loan and we have now succeeded to pay- 
ing off every outstanding note of the Town. Therefore, as no new 
indebtedness remains unpaid, the present debt consists solely of bonds 
as follows: 

Water and sewer, 5 per cent, due August, 1949 ..__ $ 25,000.00 

Water, 6 per cent, djjg July, 1954 

Streets and sewer, 8^r cent, due April, 1955 — 
Streets and sewer, 6 per cent, due March, 1957 
Walkway, 5 1-2 per cent, due July, 1957

Princess Anne 

War Fund Quota 

How Princess Anne County's 
funds will be used for the relief 
of some 60,000,000 people through- 
out the world and in prosecuting 
the war effort, is outlined to a 
quota breakdown Just prepared by 
County War Fund Chairman 
Prank Cox. Mr. Cox said that the 
county quota has been accepted 
and set by Che local committee, 
which is optimistic over its ability 
to go well over the top this year. 

Largest of the agency quotas to 
be accepted here is that for USO. 
which receives more than 49 per 
cent of the total. USO gets $4.- 
180.55 from the local committee, 
if its budget is raised and propor- 
tionately more if there is an over- 
subscription. 

Other agencies that are helping 
in the war effort and are includ- 
ed in that Fund, are the War Pris- 
oners Aid. Virginia has many 
prisoners of war in both Jap and 
German prison camps and this 
county feels that $429.09 raised 
for this purpose is a small con- 
tribution to their comfort and 
morale, Mr. Cox said. 

Other budget items given ap- 
proval include $370.68 for the 
United Seamen's Service, and 
$40.25 for American Field Serv- 
ice. 

Local sums for other War Fund 
agencies include $11.09 for Ameri- 
can Denmark Relief, $38.12 for 
American Relief of Czechoslova- 
kia. $183.08 for American Relief 
for France,, $148.29 for American 
Relief for Italy. $74.10 for Amer- 
ican Relief for Norway, $29.59 for 
Belgian War Relief Society, $221.- 
37 for British War Relief Society, 
$9.21 for Friends of Luxembourg. 
$182.48 for Greek War Relief As- 
sociation, $19.95 for Phillipine War 
Relief, $178.73 for Polish War Re-

TWO P ATWOTS 

It seems particularly fitting that 
with the passing of two great 
American patriots, Alfred E 
Smith and Wendell L, Willkie, we 
take note of a fact which appears 
again and again in American life 
The fact is that America is spiri- 
tually rich precisely because her 
life has been nurtured by men of 
different races and rligions. Mr 
Smith was a Roman Catholic of 
Irish descent, Mr. Willkle an Epis 
copallan of German descent. Both 
believed in and, during their days, 
defended American principles. 

When, in, 1941, anti-Semitism 
was injected into the debate on 
foreign policy. Mr. Smith was 
quick to speak out against it. "It 
strikes," he said "at the very ba- 
sis of our national unity and, if 
spread, would certainly be follow- 
ed by most un-American elements 
in our population. We have al- 
ways been able to live in peace 
. and cooperation with all Ameri- 
cans including Jews, and all other 
racial and religious groups, and 
I am among the many who will 
fight any movement to make this 
country believe otherwise." 

Years before he said. "I believe 
In absolute freedom of conscience 
for all men and in equality of all 
churches, all seats, and all beliefs 
before the law as a matter of 
right and not as a matter of favor. 
. . . And I believe in the common 
brotherhood of man under the 
common fatherhood of God." That 
was Alfred 8. Smith, the leader 
and wise counsellor, whom we 
mourn and praise. 

Mr. -WlBUe stated his position 
Just as strongly. In an article in 
the Saturday Evening Post (June 
n. 1942) he wrote, "The height 
of our civilisation, it seems to me, 
has been reached not by our as- 
sembly lines, our Inventions or 
any our our great factitious de-

Editor, Virginia Beach News: 

Elsewhere in this Issue is pub- 
lished the fourth annual report 
of the Debt Service Commission 
recently presented to the mayor 
and council. Virginia Beach citi- 
zens should be interested in this 
review of a most satisfactory sit- 
uation, and for their further in- 
formation we have obtained fig- 
ures showing what has been ac- 
complished during the four years 
the debt plan has been in opera- 
tion. Serial bonds paid off 
amount to $18,738.00, notes to 
$90,773.14 and the school audito- 
rium mortgage, otherwise known 
as the literary fund indebtedness, 
was paid in full. This last 
amounted to $5,800.00, making the 
total debt retirement during the 
four years $115,111,14. The pic- 
ture is not complete without the 
recollection that in addition to the 
$85,000.00 provided yearly for 
debt service the town has invest- 
ed in, a new town hall and jail 
and an incenerator. New borrow- 
ing for these projects was kept 
down to $25,000.00, all of which 
was repaid in two years. Alto- 
gether a record of which the town 
authorities may well be proud. 

Our debt plan is unique in that 
it equalizes the payments for debt 
service over a definite period and 
makes the fund responsible for 
both principal and interest. Un- 
der this plan all savings in inter- 
est, as debt is paid off, are avail- 
able for more payments of prin- 
cipal so that, as "the years pass,' 
more and more of the yearly sum 
will be so used. During the past 
fcur years the annual interest 
charge has been reduced about 
$4,500. 

Periodically, our Virginia news- 
papers set forth the finding of 
certain statisticians that Virginia 
Beach has the largest dent per 
capita of any town in the state. 
Tliis s:atement, which does not in 
t>.3 l:ast annoy our citizens, is as 



Dr. Howard Henry Zimmerley. 
54, director of the Virginia Truck- 
Experiment Station at Diamond 
Springs and one of the country's 
leading horticulturists, died sud- 
denly of a heart attack at his 
home at the station Sunday night 
shortly before 11 o'clock.

During his residence at the sta- 
tion, Dr. Zimmerley was particu- 
larly interested in improving the 
strains of spinach and kale grown 
in this vegetable producing re- 
gion and was credited with en 
hancing materially their quality 
and yield. His interests, however, 
extended to all growing things; 
and he was as ready to advise on 



true as it is meaningless and mis- 
leading. Quite a number of things 
can be proven about Virginia 
Beach by using a population fig 
ure of 2,800 as the measure of its 
activities. With the one observa- 
tion that our concrete sea wall 
and walkway, not common among 
Virginia- towns accounts for one 
third of the total remaining debt, 
we may safely leave this question 
to those accustomed to examining 
such figures in the light of com- 
partive resources and needs. And 
especially so as the next 21 years 
will see all of this past expense 
paid for and any further improve- 
ments equally well financed.

SPEED LIMITS IN THE 
OP GREATER 
GREATER SAFETY. 

BE IT ordained, by the Board 
of Supervisors of Princess Anne 
County, Virginia, as follows: 

Section 1. Speed limits — Any per- 
son who shall 

(a) Drive any vehicle upon a 
highway in this county at such 
speed as unnecessarily to block, 
hinder or retard the orderly and 
safe use of the highway or so 
as to cause congestion on the 
highway, or 

(b) Drive upon any highway in 
this county any motor vehicle 
at a speed in excess of 

(1) Fifteen miles an hour when 
passing a school during recess 
or while children are going to 
or leaving school, provided that 
markers be placed- on the high- 
way so as to indicate the loca- 
tion of such schools, or 

(2) Fifteen miles an hour in a 
business district as defined by 
State law, or 

(3) Twenty-five miles an hour 
in a residential district as de- 
fined by State law, or 

(4) Drive anywhere else upon a 
highway to this County any 
school bus carrying school chil- 
dren to or from school at a 
speed in excess of thirty-five 
miles per hour, or any other 
passenger carrying bus at a 
speed to excess of thirty-five 
miles per hour, or any passen- 
ger motor vehicle or motor-cy- 
cle at a speed in excess of thir- 
ty-five miles per hour, or any 
other motor vehicle, Including 
trucks, at a speed In excess of 
thirty-five miles per hour. 

(c) Drive to/the left of a center 
of the strict except upon one- 
way streets, or 

(d) Violate any provision of the 
right of way laws, as set forth 
by State law, or 

(e) Drive a vehicle out of any al- 
ley, lane or building Into a street 
without first bringing such ve- 
hicle to a stop Immediately be- 
fore entering such street, or 

(f) Make a left turn without pass- 
ing to the right of the center of 
the Intersection, whether 
marked or not, or 

(g) Make a right turn without 
keeping close to the curb, or 

(h) Coast or operate a motor ve- 
hicle with the gears in neutral, 
.or 

(<i) While operating a vehicle 
upon any highway, fail or re- 
fuse to control the lights of such 
vehicle by shifting, depressing, 
tilting or dimming the headlight 
beams thereof so as not to pro- 
ject into the eyes of the driv- 
er of any oncoming vehicle a 
glaring or dazzling light. 

Any person who shall violate any 
provisions of this ordinance 
shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or.

Section 1. it shall be unlawful for 
any person to drive or operate 
any automobile or other motor 
vehicle, car, truck, engine or 
train, while under the influence 
of alcohol, brandy, rum, whis- 
key, gin, wine, beer, lager beer, 
ale, porter, stout, or any other 
liquid, beverage or article con- 
taining alcohol or while under 
the influence of any narcotic 
drug, or any other self -adminis- 
tered intoxicant or drug of 

whatsoever nature. 

Section 2. Any person who vio- 
lates any provision of this ordi- 
nance shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a 
fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars nor more than one 
thousand dollars or imprison- 
ment for not less' than one 
month nor more than six 
months either or both in the 
discretion of the court or jury 
trying the same, for a first of- 
fense, and the court may, in its 
discretion, suspend the sentence 
during the good behavior of 
the person convicted. Any per- 
son convicted of a second, or 
other subsequent offense under 
this ordinance shall be punish- 
able by a fine of not less than 
one, hundred dollars nor more 
than one thousand dollars and 
by imprisonment for not less 
than one month nor more than 
one year. 

Section 3. The judgment of con- 
viction, if for a first offense 
under this ordinance, or for a 
similar offense under any state 
statute, city or town ordinance, 
shall of itself operate to deprive 
the person convicted, of the 
right to drive or operate any 
such vehicle, conveyance, engine 
or train in this county for a pe- 
riod of one year from the date 
of such judgment, and if for a 
second or other subsequent of- 
fense, for a period of three 
years from the date of the judg- 
ment of conviction thereof. If 
any person has heretofore been 
convicted of violating any simi- 
lar act of this State and there- 
after is convicted of violating 
the provisions of section one of 
this ordinance, such conviction 
shall for the purpose of this 
ordinance be a subsequent of- 
fense and shall be punished ac- 
cordingly; and the court may, 
in its discretion, suspend the 
sentence during the good be- 
havior of the person convicted. 
If any person so convicted shall 
during the time for which he is 
deprived of his right so to do, 
drive or operate any such vehi- 
cle, conveyance, engine or train 
in this county, he shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor.

"The NCOS," Mil Cane said, "is 
now serving Protestant, Jewish 
and Catholic serviceXmen and wo- 
men, their families, and war pro- 
duction workers in more than 
USO clubs and units in forty- 
states and the District megaton 
bia, with a professional staff in 
excess of 700." He added thai 
hundreds of Catholic organisa- 
tions are providing volunteers 
who contribute numberless hours 
of work at USO-NCCS operated 
clubs. 

USO, composed of six private 
welfare agencies, was organised 
to supply spiritual, recreational, 
social and educational services to 
those in the armed forces and to 
crowded war production commu- 
nities. The six member agencies 
are The Young Men's Christian 
Associations, National Catholic 
Community Service, The Salva- 
tion Army, Young Women's Chris- 
tian Asosciations, National Jew- 
ish Welfare Board, and National 
Travelers Aid Association.
